Ambassador HAYASEI left Toyo on July 28, 1928. for 
iUKDEN vie Diinhi to ettund th» fynoral s.rvices for the 

late CHANG Tso-lin, as a personel ropresentative of Foreign 
Linister TAiliasA, smi also in the Baron's oym capacity as a 
friend of tho deccased. After having attended the services 
on Auge 5, ho had conferred ith CHANG Hsuch-liang on Aug. 8, 
§ and 12, on verious lanchurian problems. particularly on 
the conpronise question. Ho isft NOKUEN on Ang. 13, to ree 
turn via the 4ANTUNG-i UXDEN Lino, and arrived in Tokyo on 
Aug. 16. 


Instructions given to Ambassador HAYASHI 
July 31, 1928 


1. kanchuria is Japan's outpost, and we are vitally 
interested in the maintonance of poace and order in this 
region for it affects bcth Japan and Korea. ‘“’e, neverthe- 
less, have no intention whatsoover of making a protectorate 
of Manchuria cr of oncroaching upon her for territorial 
ambitions. All Japan -ants is to see that order in this 
territory is perfectly maintained to allow the Chinese, 
Japanese and Koreans thoir freedoms of activities. I am 
in no way narrow minded. I only wish to see the faithful 
realization of the Open Door Policy and the Principle of 
Equal Opportunity to allow, not only Japaneso and Koreans 
but the peoples of all nations unrestricted life and activities; 
and to make the Three Sastern Provinces the safest and most 
highly developed rogions in all China. 


2. To porfectly maintain ordor in the Three Zastern 
Provinces, the permeation of communistic elements should, 
by all moans, be prevented. If, however, such elemonts 
should pervade, it will not only ean the disturbance of 
order, the destruction of the economic foundation, and the 
ruin of the Three Eastern Provinces, but it will be greatly 
detrimental to our rule of Korea, and finally, there is the 
Th Eee having bad influence upon our relation with the 


3. From the standpoint of Japan, mentioned above, I 
have thought it very unpleasant to comprorise with the South 
under the present Co nea ES crate fortunately, it is very 


gratifying that CHaNG Hsueh-liang has voluntarily decided 
to discontinue his efforts of conciliation after having 
considered the various relations from the point of his 
responsibility as the Conmuander-in-Chief of the Peace 
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Preservation Corns. Hereesftor, if he will do everything 
volunterily, Jean shall be preprrad to cooperate with hin 
as much as possible behind tne scenes. In this way, I think 
it not at ail cifficvit to make tho Three Sastern Provinces 
the most advanced borsitory tn all Chinas: which will be to 
the benefit of the nativas cof the terr ‘vy and also of 
Japan, ant oventualiy as woil as thas c sina as a whole. 
If Gonerealicsiino OBAEG Tso-dia x: y:6n alive I am sure he 
would havo persned such a course Por iv. CHANG Hsuch-liang 
to proceed voluntarily as "i be the way to pursue 
the will of the late Goneralissinro. 


4. In tha event of an onery invesion upon the threo 
Bastern Proviness, fezean is dutcrmined not to spere any 
sacrifices to maintain peaco and order according to the 
existing policy. 


5. In order to make the Three Eastern Provinces the 
ost advanced territory in all China by preserving peace and 
order for the seke of the safe-living cf the inhabitants, it 
may be necossary to sclve vericus probdlors, such as reduction. 
of the Aruy, finenciel readjustment, ete. In this connection, 
Japan shell not hesitete to ccopcrate, if need be. The South 
Kanehvrian Railvey Co., in this respect, is in tho most con- 
vonient position to offer services, and, thorefors, ir. CHANG 
Hsueh-liang is requested not to hesitete to call upon then. 


6. oar wey be entertained as to whet Japan might domand 
from tho Three 3 Provinees, but there sre only two things 
that Japan dosires: firstly, the perfact maintonance of peace 
and crdor in the territory; and secondly, the assurance of 
froedom of residence end business, and of the rights to 
utilize the land. iiowever, Japan desires all these things to 
be accomplished voluntarily by the Three Sastern Provinces. 
Regarding the probleis of safo-living and work, or the rights 
of utilizing the land, Japan is prepared to take the oxtra- 
territorial jurisdiction richts into consideration. 


7. Lestly, <s tho Consul General at }UKDIN will be the 
only one to convey eccrrectly the intentions of the Japanese 
Governnent, plesse pry no atteution to anyono whe may cone 
to you saying thet he has boen scnt to you by ma or hy our 
government. I wish to havo you consult our Consul General 
without roserve on any matter.
